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Excisions: Excisions Recommended But Not Made 

Reasons for excisions: 

An excision to the publication is required to remove sequences from a trailer entitled Hellcafs 4 
where men highly degrade and dehumanise the women involved, and by association women in 
general, by their contempmous physical conduct and their openly disparaging manner towards 
them. 

Summary of reasons 
for classification: 

The DVD Service Animals 19 Disc 2 is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

If an excision were made the publication would be classified differently as objectionable except if 
the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who have attained the age of 18 years. 

The excision is required to the publication to remove material that is highly degrading, 
dehumanising, and demeaning in nature, and which highly degrades, dehumanises, and demeans 
the women involved and by extension women in general. The distributor of the publication 
refused the excision. The publication is therefore objectionable. 

The classification is a reasonable limitation on the freedom of expression that reflects the concern 
of a free and democratic society to limit the availability of publications that depict significantly 
degrading, dehumanising and demeaning sexual conduct. 
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
